The  three-mile  event  was  almost  nearing  completion.  The  most 
coveted  award  in  the  American  athletic  field  was  awaiting  as  some  proverbial 
pot  of  gold  ”  at  the  end  of  this  three-mile— long  rainbow.  In  what  seemed 
barely  seconds  to  the  excited  spectators*  the  race  was  over.  It  took  but  minutes 
before  the  entire  nation  was  aware  that  a  7/orld’s  record  had  been  shattered  and 
tnat  Greg  Rice,  the  ex-Notre  Dame  track  star,  acclaimed  the  greatest  distance 
runner  of  all  time,  had  won  for  himself  a  well-deserved  niche  in  the  athletes1 
Hall  of  Fame”.  Within  several  hours  Rice  was  the  jyreud  possessor  of  the  James 
E .Sullivan  Award  and  the  subject  of  hundreds  of  glowing  comments  by  many 
prominent  sports  writers  and  columnists. 

Yes, such  is  the  success  story  of  Greg  Rice.  In  him  we  find  the 
synthesis  of  what  a  real  Catholic  college  athlete  should  be.
